vſeth to the Fencing Schale, this to the Dauncing Schale; 
whether that yong toniurer (inYogſheads) at midnight, kerpes 
a Oelding now and then to vifit his Cockatrite, oꝛ whether he 
loue dogs, oꝛ beaddicted to any other eminent and Ciftzendike 
quality: and pꝛoteſt pour ſelfe to be extreamelp in loue, and that 
you ſpend much money ina yeare, vpon any one of thoſe exexci 
ſes which you perceine is, followed by them.

melancholly in your chamber. Beides, vou ſhal be ſure (if ther 
be but one fawcet that can betray neate wine to the barre) to 
haue that arraiand befoꝛe you, ſoner then a better and woz⸗ 
thier perſon. 

The ſirſt queſtion you axe to make { after the diſcharging of 
your of Tobacco and pipes, aud the honſhold ſtuffe there- 
to belonging ) ſhall be foz an r r nit 
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were moꝛe then moſt Tailoz⸗ like, and tu be ſuſpected you were 
in eague with ſome kitchen / wench, to deſcend your ſelfe, to of- 
fend your ſtomach with the ſight of the Larder, and happily to 
greaze your Acconſtrements. Yauing Hherefoze-xeceiued this 
bill, you ſhal(like a Capten putting vp dere pates) haue many 
Sallads ſtand on pour table, as it were fo2 blankes to the other 
moꝛe ſeruiceable diſhes: and acco2ding to the time of the peare, 
vary pour fare, as Capon is a ſtirring meate ſometime, Oiſters 
are aſwelling meate ſometimes, Trowt a tickling meate ſome⸗ 
times, greene Goſe, and Mdcock a delicate meate ſometimes, 
eſpecially in a Tauerne, where you ſhall ſitm as great ſtate as 
a Church⸗warden amongſt his pwze Pariſhioners at Pentecoſt

Fo2 pour dzinke, let not your Phyfifttan confine you to a⸗ 
ny one particular liquoꝛ: foꝛ as it is requiſite that a Gentleman 
ſhould not alwaies be plodding in one Art, but cather bee a ge- 
nerall Scholler (that is, to haue a licke at all ſoꝛts of learning # 
away } So tis not fitting a min ſhoulo trouble his head with 
ſucking at one Grape, but that he may be able (now there is a 
generall peace) to dꝛink any ſtranger dꝛinke in his owne ele⸗ 
ment of dzinke, oꝛ mo2e pꝛoperlpꝑ in his owne miſt language. 

Pouc diſcoutſe at the table muſt be ſuch as that which pon

beate the ſame Juy-bulh that pour ſelfe does, you may iopne 
companies and bee dꝛunke together moſt publikly. | 
But in ſuch a deluge of dzinke,take heve that no man 12 
terfeit him ſelfe dꝛunck, fo free his pacſe from the danger of the 
ſhot : tis an bſuall thing now amongſt gentlemen, it had wont 
bee the qualitie at Cockneies, J would aduiſeyou fo leauę ſo 
much bꝛaines in your head, as to pꝛeuent this. When the ter⸗ 
rible Reckoning (like an inditement) bids pou hold vp pour 
hand, and that vou mult anſwere it at the barre, you muſt not 
” abate one peny in any particular, no, though they reckon cho 
to you when pon haue neither eaten anp, noꝛ could euer abi
